- ANONYMOUS LETTERS. 


TRACING THE WRITERS. 


HANDWRITING EXPERT REVELATIONS. 

In tracing the writers of anonymo:is 
letters various methods are employed. 
according ta the peculiar cirenm- 
stinces of each caxe. 

First of all) the reeipient af the 
letter is cross-examined. with a view 
to finding out whether he su pects 
anyone of its authorship. Should he 
do so the inquiry is naturally narrowed 
down, the next step being to obtain a 
specimen ef the suspected person's 
handwriting for the purposes of com- 
parison. 

Most anonymous letter-writers take 
care to disguise their calligraphy, and 
where this has been done the work of 
detection becomes a matter, of close 
study and judgment. coupled with 
skill and experience’ 

The up-to-date method is to make a 
photographic enlargement of the an- 
onymons letter. Every single letter 
in the enlargement-ix then cut out 
and pasted side by side in separate 
gtoups, al] the “a's” in one row, all 
the “b's in the next. and so n.. 
By this means the characteristics of 
individual letter may be studied and 
compared with those in the specimen, 
often with fruitful results, 

A good many anonymous letter- 
writers use the typewriter, under the 
impression that they are adopting a 
sure way of avoiding detection. 

But the truth is that. although 
tracing the author of a typewritten 
letter may involve considerably more 
time and trouble, detection is not less 
certain than if the letter were written 
by hand. 

No two typewriters are ever made 
alike. even though they are turned 
out by the same methods and ~ as- 
sembled “ by the same hands in the 
same factory. The inquiry is con- 
fined at the outset to one particular 
make of machine. for every make has 
its distinctive style of type. and the 
rest is largely a watter of research. 

In one case which | investigated the 
writer of an anonymoads typewritten 
letter wax traced mainly by the-fuct 


thaten the machine she had uscd the} 


letters ** p. "and **r"’ were slighly out 
of alignment. while ] wax succesful in 
tracing the authorship of another 
letter by still less marked chame- 
teristics. (Daily Mail.)

Striking instances of the burden 
of taxation were cited in the House 
of Commons by Mr. Pretyman in a 
discussion of the income tax on the 
Finance Rill. : 

He knew, he said, of a very large 
agricultural estate in Scotland which 
had a rent roll of £42.496 in 1920, 
Management und maintenance ex- 
penses amounted to £19,229, leaving 
a het income of £23,267. On this net 
income rates. taxes, and statutory 
burdens(including ministers’ stipends), 
amounted to £22,800, leaving to the 
owner anly £467. The owner of a 
lead mine in Lancashire received 
£2,718 in royalties. Out of that sum 
Meome ,tax and super-tax claimed 
£1,400, rates £650. mineral rights 
duty £102. and excess’ profits duty 
£570, so that he was left £4 to the bad. 

“There is no doubt that the bur- 
den of taxation is almost too heary 
to bear.” said the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer in reply : ‘! and I entirely 
agree that it is necessary to find some 
method by which we can make the 
incidence of taxation and the burdens 
which property has to bear lighter 
in the not remote future. The case 
he has presented is, Iam sure, an eye 
opener to many members of this 
House.

SUGGESTED AMENDMENTS TO 
FINANCE BILL. 


Eightv-eight members of Parka- 
mefit in the Industrial Group of the 
Hous’ + f Commons representing the 
Feders'ion of British Industries and 
the Bntish Commonwealth Union 
are to press upon the Chaccellor 
of the Exchequer to adopt during 
the Reyort Stage cf the Finance Bill 
new chiuses they have drafted with 
fegard to the manner in which forward 
contracts shall be drafted and for 
allowance: for bad debts. The 
clauses ere as fallow + -! 

FORWARD CONTRACTS. 

(a) In the case of. contracts for 
future delivery which have been 
entered into before the end of the 
final accounting period. wher: it 
can be shown that such ‘ccntracts 
have been made in the ordinary 
course cf trading. and in conlormity 
with the general practice of -the 
business, any material forming the 
subject of such ccntract and not 
delivered before the end cf the ac- 
counting period, but not vreater in 
quantty than the yearly’ averige 
‘amount of material received daring 
the preceding three vears under any 
forward contract made in a preceding 
Year, and being received before the 
fifth day of August, 1921. shall. for 
the purposes of adjustment under 
the provisions cf the first schedule 
of this Act be brought. into the final 
‘accounting period. as stock in hand 
at the merket price ruling at the 
end of the final accounting period. 
provided that the Commissioners af 
Tnland Revenue are satisfied that 
material so brought inte stock “has 
jnot bem acquired for the fulfilment 
of a sa’es contract or contracts accept- 
ed before or on the date that such 
material wax contracted for unless 
the sales contract or contracts eantain 
a “falling prices” clause, 

(b) In the case of contracts for 
future delivery, where the materials 
the subject of such contracts have 
been rationed or controlled during 
any portion, of the three preceding 
Years referred to under parm. (a) 
hereof. and where the yearly average 
on such basis would consequently 
be inequitable the average of the 
three vears immediately preceding 
the first accounting pericd shall be 
taken in substication for the average 
of the three vears preceding the final 
accounting period. , . 

(c) Inno case shell materiel forming 
the subject of a fo:ward purchasing 
contract be taken as stock in hand 
at the end of the final arcounting 
period, as provided for in this xection, 
unless it can be proved to the satisfac- 
tion of the Commissioners of Inland 
; Revenne that such material has not 
been included ‘as stock in hand in the 
final accounting period of the person 
from whom the material was acquired. 

BAD DEBTS, 

Any person who shall prove to the 
satisfaction of the Commissioners 
that the estimate of allowance for 
bad and doubtful debts included in his 
final accounting period is insufficient 


the amount of such debts which are 
bad has exceeded the amouat of 
such estimate, shall be allowed to 
amend such estimate to the extent 
that his original estimate is insufficient 
and his profits or losses in the final 
accounting period shall be adjusted 
accordingly. :

| history the King and Queen attended 
a trade union meeting, and there was a 
disturbance while they were there. 
The programme of the tour of the 
| clubhouse included a call at the lodge 
room where the Plaistow branch of the 
Amalgamated Engineers’ Union was 
jin session. As soon as the King and 
Queen had been received at the en- 
“trance,.and the Queen had received 
a bouquet from the small daughter 
of Mr. Jack Jones, the West Ham So- 
cialist M.P. who makes such a stir 
in the House, they turned downstairs 
to the trade union meeting. These 
meetings tare altways very jealonsly 
guarded from intrusion by strangers. 
The doors of the room were locked, 
and, as is customary, there was both 
an ontside and an inside door-keeper 
keeping watch. The Mayor of West 
who was leading the party. 
knocked at the door, and a small 
wicket was opened. “ Who's there ?” 
~ His Majesty, the King” was the 


, reply, and the doors opened wide, 


“ WHAT ABOUT THE UNEMPLOYED ?”” 
The King and Queen walked in and 
the doors were fastened behind them. 


| In the room were x few score working 


men more formally attired than nor- 
mally. but enguged in the ordinary 
fortnightly business of their union. 
The engineers all stood up and their 
chairman, Mr. Thompson, suspended 
business. The Mayor then presented 
the chairman and secretary of the 
branch to the King and Queen, and a 
friendly chat began. Immediately a 
young man in the middle of the meet- 
ing called out loudly. * What about 
the unemployed?“ He was cheered 
by about half a dozen comrades sitting 
with him. This was obviously a 
attempt to disturb the 
harmony of the occasion. Everyone 
ignored the interruption. The in- 
terrupter then jumped on his chair 
and shouted excitedly the oddintrodute- 
tion toa speech: ‘Mr. Speaker, Mr, 
Speaker,” and his friends shouted 
encouragement. There would certain- 
ly have been a very awkward dis- 
turbance if someone had not heen 
inspired to start singing. ~ For he’s 
a jolly good fellow.” The noise of 
this drowned the reiterated ‘ Mr. 
Speaker” of the objector, wha was 
happily inarticuate with * excite- 


.jment. The singing was’ followed by 


loyal cheering. The King and Queen

DEMPSEY'S VICTORY, 


THE FIGHT FILM. 


WEEN THE CHAMPION RBELED. 


— 


The fight between Dempsey and 
Carpentier took place for the second 
time, this time on the kinema screen 
at a private view of films in New 
York. . oe 

A few feet away sat Dempsey, the 
winner. ‘ Every now and again quick 
faculations and staccato comments 

burst from him. Once he leaned 
back in his chair and scowled darkly 
atthescreen. That was wher hesaw 
the demonstration which followed. 
the landing of Carpentier’s great 
punch to his jaw, and the remorseless 
camera revealed plainly and un- 
mistakably what he  alterwards 
obstinately disputed—that the terrific 
blow did stagger him and that, as 
the ring men pat it, “he wa rocked.” 

DEMPSEY’S SURPRISE. 
. The film is a wonderful record of 
the great fight. It shows e 
Getail. You see the champion's blows 
driving into the Frenchman’s body 
with terrible effect. Even Dempsey 
himself seemed till that moment not 
to realise the full power of his attack, 
for Theard him draw in his breath 
and matter, “Golly? How he did 
take it!” 

Butthe great moment in the second 
round thrills most, even more than it 
did wien it actually occurred, because 
the figures on the screen are so much 
larger and closer_than they were as

Carpentier’s miarvelloue dash is 
seen in all its splendour, ‘The French- 
man attacks in a feves-of fury. There 
is a fraction of a second’s pause and 
there you see the great Dempsey 
reeling, almost going over. And 
then the spectator gets an idea of 
what might have happened had he 
actually gone over. Like a mighty 
Wave the crowd comes to its feet, 
cheering.

Mr, G, K. Hall Brutton opposed ¢ 
the application, and raised the point — 
as to which is the legal Government 
of China as recognised by the Powers:

to the prosecution, the banker’s 
concubine. They had lived 
happily together for over two 
years, and then the male fugitive 
came into the woman's life. 
They had many meetings on & 
sampan on the rivet, and then one 
day they disappeared fram Canton, - 
the woman taking with her the 
jewellery which the banker alleged 
he had only loaned to her to wear 
only when presiding at dinners given 
by him to his friends.

The celence was that the banker 
had kept the ‘liason secret from his 
hit fat wife, and when she eventually 
digcovered it? she behaved angrily.

JUNK CAPTURED NEAR 
HONGKONG. 


TAKEN INTO CHINESE WATERS AND 
ROBBED.

A daring piracy in ‘British waters 
in board daylight, occurred on Thurs- 
day. The story of the affair was told 
to the police by the steersman 
of a trading junk on the 
vessel's arrival in port . yesterday 
afternoon. According to him, the 
vessel, fully laden with cargo and 
carrying a crew of two besides him 
self, left Shaukiwan on Thursday 
morning bound for “Taipo. About 
noon, as they were passing through 
Sausyemun Pass, they’ sighted 
two one-masted boats.

The defendants put in a counter- 
claim, urging that’ in December 
Madame Lily had agreed to give 
them a 30 per cent increase in wages 
in accordance with a request pre 
ferred by the dressmakers’ guild. 
Their contention was that she owed 
them more than they owed her. 

All of the cases were heard to- 
gether, Mr. Webster appearing for 
the plaintiff and: Mr. T. Rowan for 
the defendants. 

Mr. Rowan explained that on 
December 22 Madame Lily, in 
response to an ultimatum presented 
to her by the employees, told them 
that she would increase their wages 
by 30 per cent. She promised to 
raise the rates from $6 to $8 in the 
case of afternoon dresses, from £7 to 
$9 for evening dresses, and from $10 
to $15 for wedding dresses. The 
employees, being satisfied with this 
arrangement, returned to work, but 
on june 22 the defendants, 
diseevering . that the plaintiff 
owed them 4 good deal more than 
they owed her, consulted their solici- 
tors and some correspondence took 
place. Later there was a further 
dispute and om July 6, the tailors 
came out on strike. They had not 
since resumed work.

thick, of oak, pine, and fir, and her 
bows shod with steel, she is well 
fitted fer the. strenuous part she 
has to play among erratic bergs and 
deceptive Antarctic fows.

Southampton, near 
accommodates the “Aquitania,” her 
dimensions seem dimnished by 
contrast; and indeed, without masts 
and funnel, she could be stowed 
away in one of the funnels of the 
great liner, Buitt in Norway four 
years ago, she has had her quality 
tried in the ice of the north.

| LATEST WEEKLY REPORT. 

Messrs. James F. Hutton and Co.. 
Ltd., Manchester, reported as follows 
on July 13:— * 

The feature of the past week's trad- 
ing in the cotton markets has been 
the heavy increase in spot sales at 
_ Liverpool. These have shown signs 
of a steady improvement for some 
time and have now reached daily 
totals larger than for many months ;

taken of the cheap lots offered at 
Liverpool to replenish stocks, The 
effect on values has been appreciable. 
as the buying has caused a good deal 
of covering, and quotations show 
substantial advances, The basis for 
the lower grades has been raised as the 
demand for these has been the.more 
considerable. In the yarn and cloth 
sections there is still a good enquiry

COMING AMERICAN INVEST- 
IGATION, . 

- Britis interests im 
China will learn with interest, perhaps 
not altogether unmixed with con- 
sternation, that. towards the close of 
this year a party of five hu dred 
American engineers. will visit—we 
had almost. written descend upon— 
China to study the reasons for British 
trade success in engineering products 
in the- Chinese markets, Whilst 
the purpose of the visit is good, says 
Eastern Engineering, the lines upon 
which it is to be carried out appear 
to be not only good, but noble. 
Naturally, these five hundred gentle- 
men will-not tour China in a body. 
But, granting that the party is spht 
up into committees and sub-com- 
mittees,-and divided and sub-divided 
into sections, for dealing with special 
industries and special districts, their 
number suggests a visitation rather 
than a visit. The scheme has been 
organised by the President of the 
Engineers’ Club of Washington. It 
has its origin in the prevalent opinion 
in American business circles that lack 
of knowledge of Chinese conditions 
and customs has in the past seriously 
retarded the development of trade

TREATS A SMALL SCREW OR A 
BIG BATTLESHIP, 


A solution that will destroy rust 
without injury to metal is claimed to 
have been discovered by Paul. H. 
Eigholz, who gave 8 demonstratiqn 
of the process at his house in San’ 


Francisco. 

Describing, what happened, the 
Central News San Francisco correspon~ 
dent states that Mr. Eigholz poured 
into a jar a small quantity of the 
solution which looked like slightly 
clouded ‘water. Into this he then 
plunged a screw completely covered 
with rast. In a few minutes the 
watchers saw the ted coating dis- 
integrate. and in a quarter of an 
hour the screw was completely clean, 
whilst the rust was at the bottom of 
the jar. 

FOUR YEARS’ EXPERIMENT. 

The discovery has taken four years 
of patient persevering effort, in which 
there were frequent disappointments, 
until the inventor bit one morning 
on the secret of keeping the elements 
in the liquid in permanent solution 
and knew that his goal was at last 
reached. Only the inventor and his; 
wife know the secret of the solution, 
and it is their intention to give it at 
their death to the agents who will 
handle the product, - ‘ 

It.is claimed that the liquid, which 
is known as “Rand 1,” is non- | 
inflammable, non-explosive, and non- 

igonons. When some of it was 
allowed to fall on a wooden table 
there sas no more effect than if the } 
fluid had been plain water. The wire 
brushes, emery paper, or files that 
are used for removing rust are sai 
to be only partly effective, whilst 
sulphuric acid baths that have been 
resorted to have an element of danger 
to the workmen, and also involre 
risk of injury to the metal. 

APPLIED WITE A BRUSH. 

The gulvanising method used for 
battleships is effective for 15 years, 
but its cost makes its use impossible 
for ordinary industrial enterprises. 
Eigholz says his process is inexpensive; 
that it does not involve elaborate 
machinery, and that the solution may 
be used over and over again until it 
disappears through evaporation. | 

It will, he adds, dissolve rust that; 
has even eaten into the metal, and is 
not necessary to dismantle macbinezy, 
as the solution may be applied with 
a brush. In intricate metal parts the 
solution will find its way in from the 
surface.’ The size of the plant offers 
no obstacle, and a tattietip may be- 
treated as effectively as a small screw. ‘ 
_ The process will, according to the 
inventor, not only save millions that 
are now lost through the scrapping: 
of metal parts, but will economise 
time and Isbour. Work that now 
requires a couple of hours may be 
done in twenty minutes by his process, 
and with far less cost. It was the 
sight of the destructive effects of rust 
upon piano-tuning keys that led 
Figholz to make his experiments.

The Plumage Bill. which prohibits 
the importation . into the United 
Kingdom of plumage, excepting 
ostrich plumes and eiderdawn, passed 
the third reading: in the House of | 
Commons. The Bil aims at protect. 
ing beautiful birds, such’ as the 
humming birds, the egret, acd the 
birds of paradise from torture ard 
extinction. : 

The Bill which has been approved 
by the House of Comroons is the ont- 
come of a \dyeara campaign in 
Parliament against the extisction by 
cruel and revolting methods of 
beautiful feathered creatures which 
perform a valuable service to man in 
the destruction of insect pests. In 
many cases the plumage was torn 
from the birds during the breeding 
season. 

In 1907 Lord Avebury's Plumage 
Bill was introduced in the House of 
Lords. A Series of Bills on the same 
lines has since been before Parliament, 
but each time, until this year, the 
opposition of the interested minority 
has prevailed: against the expressed 
wishes of the bulk of the people's 
Tepresentatives,
